and are hereby declared to be the legal and authentick damps 
and feals refpedively, to be made ufe of for the refpe<5live pur¬ 
pofes before mentioned ; and that the counterfeiting or forging Penalty for 
any damp or feal, to rcfemble any damp or feal, which in pur- counterfeiting 
fuance of this aft (hall be fo, as aforefaid, direfted or ordered, 
or the counterfeiting or refemblingof the imprefllonof any fuch 
damp or damps, feal or feals fo direfted or ordered, as aforefaid, 
on any hide or Ikin, or piece of any hide or fkin, or on any vel¬ 
lom or parchment, whereby to defraud his faiJ Majedy, his 
heirs or fucceflbrs, of any of the duties impofed or charged by

and other ufes mentioned in the treaty of union ; and to 
difchar^'^e equivalents claimed on behalf of Scotland in 
the terms of the fame treaty j and for obviating all future 
difputes, charges and expences concerning thoje equivalents, 

M ay it pltafe your moll excellent Majefty^ Whereas in and by 
tho fixth article of the treaty for the union of the two king^ 
doms of England and Scotland, [which treaty was ratified by aits 
of parliament pajfed in either kingdom^ and particularly by an abi 
made in England in the fifth year of , the reign of her late majejiy 5 Aim. c. 8« 
^een Anne, of blejfed memory) it was provided that the cufomsand 
duties on import and export, fettled in England when the union com^ 
meticed, Jhould from and after the union, take place throughout the 
whole united kingdom, excepting and referving, as in the faid article 
is particularly exprejfed', and in and by the feventh article of the 
faid treaty it was provided, Tlsat all parts of the united kingdom 
Jhould for ever, from and after the union, be liable to the fame exdfes 
(excepting only that fuch beer or ale as are therein defertbed, Jhould 
mt after the union he liable, upon account of the then prefent excife 
upon excifeable liquors in England, to anyJfgkmS^pofition than two 
Jhillings Jlerling upon thirty four gallons Engiidi * being

far the ufes after mentioned^ being the equivalent to be anfwtred

W HEREAS fundry perjons^ expedfants of divinity^ have 
prefented thevfches to prcjbyteries in Scotland, in order to 
obtain licences to preach in churches^ or being ordained nnnijiers^ of the 
church of Scotland, without taking any oath or declaration^ whereby 
their affedlion to his Majeftys perfon and government, and^to the 
feitlement of the crown in the protejiant line, might he known: and 
whereas alfo divers perfons have preached and performed other parts 
of divine worjhip in meeting-honfes in Scotland, who do not take the 
oaths and declarations appointed by law to be taken by pafors or mi- 
nijlers of the epifcopal longregatiom there, nor do pray jor his majejly 
King George, nor for their royal highnejfes the prince and princefs 
^ Wales and their ijfue-, by ail which means men difajfeklcd being 
licenfed or fujfered to prtach, may and do few the feeds of difajfedlion 
amongji the people: be it therefore cnaCted by the King’s nioft ex¬ 
cellent majefty, by and with the advice and confent of the lords 
fpiritual and temporal and the commons, in this prefent parlia¬ 
ment affemblcd, and by the authority of the fame, That all and 
every perfon who has obtained licence, and been admitted to 
preach by any prefbytery in Scotland, and has not taken the 
oaths to the government, or who, on or after the firft day of 
fune one thoufand feven hundred aiad nineteen, fhall prefent 
himfelf to be tried as to his qualifications to be licenfed or ad¬ 
mitted to preach, or to be ordained a miniftcr of the church of 
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Siothndt (hall, before the ipiid or IvU t^taining fuch Hce&ce 
to preach, or hieing admitted or ordained to be minifter, take 
and fubfcribe, before and in the court of the lords of felHon, or 
the court of jufticiary, or the court of exchequer in Seotlandy or 
before the jufticcs of the peace at their quarter fefilons held for 
any {hire, ftewartry, city or borough in Scotland, or before Ihe- 
riffs or ftewarts, or their deputies, in open court held for their^ 
ftire pr ftewartry, within which {hire, ftewartry, city or boii 
rough refpedtively fuch perfon has reiidence, or within which 
the pre{bytery to which he {hall prefent himfelf, in order to en¬ 
ter upon his trials for obtaining a licence or being ordained^ 
{hall be held, the following oath :

cefs Sophia, cledlrefi and dutchefs ^Hanover, being protef ants, a- 
gainjl him the faid James, and all other perfins whatfiever; and oil 
theje things / do plainly Qiid fmcerely aiknowledge andfwear, according 
to thefi exprefs words by me fpohen, and according to the plain and 
common fenjc and underjiandhig of the fame words, without any equi¬ 
vocation, mental evafwi or fecret>refervation whatfiever. And / do 
make this recognition, acknowledgement, abjuration, renunciation and 
premifi heartily, willingly and truly. So help me God.

W HEREAS an aSlpaJfed in the ninth and tenth years of the 
reign of his late majejiy Kitig William the Third intituled^

’ Hythe at Cokhejier to IVivenhoe^ which alt was made to continue 
from the firji day of May one ihoufand fix hundred ninety and eight 
for and during the fpace of one and twenty years^ during which term ! 
certain duties are by the Jaid aH laid upon fuch goods, wares and mer¬

tions and duties have been fince laid, ana are now payable to his Majejly

W HERE AS .frauds and abufes are daily committed by nis aSuex- 
perfom impk'^i in the working up of fcrges, pladings and ptaxmJ and 
Ungrums, and alfo in the working and knitting fji&ckings in that iy 

bart of Great Br'tain^^/A'J Scotland, to the great pr -iudice of trade 'g 
md commerce: for tkemttfr preventing whereof, ana fe afcertain¬ 
ing the breadths of jergcs, pladings and fingrums, and jor the regulat- 
mg the mamfafnires of kg t flockings in that part c/Great Britain BiracUlis, Scc. 
'ailed Scotland, be it qiaded by the king’s inoft excellent Ma- 
jefty, by and with the advice and confent of the lords fpiritua! be ujad; in 
jnd temporal and commons, in this prefcnt parliament, af-So.tlaml aiitr 
rcmbled, and by the authority of the iame, 7'hatfrom and after Sept, i.ijio, 
the lirft day of Septewha which lhall be in the year of our Lord 
one thoufand fevcii hundred and twenty, every piece of plad- 
ing, and narrow and bn^ad fingrums, which llrall be wrought 
and made in any patt of Siolhnd, lhall be of the fevcral breadths 
and dimenfions herein after mentioned; (that is to fay) every

That ^11 how'tbc^rS 
(lockings that lhall be made in Scotland, lhall be wrought and be made^ui ' 
made of three threads, and of one fort of wool and worded, and of Scotland, 
equal work and finenefs throughout, free of left loops, hanging 
hairs, and of burnt, cutted or mended holes, and of fuch lhapes 
and fizes refpedlively as the patterns which lhall be marked by 
the feveral deans of gild of the chief boroughs of the refpedtive 
Eounties, according to the dimenfions following j viz. The 
dockings for men called long dockings, lhall not be above thirty 
fix, nor under thirty four inches in length from the top to the 
heel; and not above eight, nor under feven inches in breadth at 
the top; not above feven, nor under fix inches in breadth at 
the broaded place of the calf; not above five, nor under four 
and an half inches bre.idth at the narrowed jdace of the ankle; 
and the dockings of thirty fix inches in length, to he feveiitcen 
inches betwixt the top and the narrowed part of the ham, and 
twenty one inches in length from the top to the broaded part 
of the calf; and that thofc of thirty four inches in length^bc

heel, and not above feven, nor under fix and an half indT 'j 
breadth at the top j not aboVe feven, nor under fix inches in 
breadth at the broadeft place of the hamj^not above five, nor 
under four and an half inches at the nwowelh place of the 
ankle; and the ftockings of twenty eight inches in length, to 
be nine inches from the top to the narrowed part of the ham, 
and thirteen inches from the top to the broadeft part of the 
ham ; and thofe of twenty feven inches in length, to be eight 
inches from the top to the narrowed j*^t of the ham, and twelve 
inches from the top to the broadeft pa^t of the ham; that the 
feet of the two laft mentioned fizes be fully twelve inches in 
length, from the heel to the toe, and not above five inches, nor 
under four inches in breadth: That all ftockings for women or 
boys, (hall not be above twenty four, nor under twenty two 
inches in length, from the top to the heel, and not above fix and 
an half, nor under fix inches in breadth at the top ; nor above 
five and an half, nor under five inches in breadth at the nar¬ 
rowed place of the ankle ; and the ftockings of twenty four 
inches in length, to be nine inches from the top to the narrow- 
eft part of the ham, and twelve inches from the top to the 
broadeft part of the ham; and thofe of twenty two inches in 
length, to be feven inches from the top to the narroweft part of

W HEREAS hy an alt of parliament faffed in the twelfth year iaCar,t.c.i*, 
of ike reign of his late majrjiy King Charles the Second, in¬ 
tituled, An aeft for Ore encouraging and encreafing of (hipping 
and navigation, it is amongjl other things enalted. That no goods 
or commodities which are of foreign groivth, produliion and mann- 
falture, which hy the faid act are to he brought into England, Ire¬ 
land, Wales, the ifands of Guernfey or Jerfey, or toivn of Ber¬ 
wick upon Tweed, in Englilh or other flapping, navigated in fuch 
manner as therein is mentioned, /hall be flyipped or brought from any 
other place or places, country or countries, but only from thofe of the 
faid growth, produHion or manufallurc, or from thofe parts where 
the faid goods and commodities could only or were or ufuaHy had been 
firji Jhlpped for tranfportation, and from none other placts or coun¬ 
tries : and whereas in the faid all there is a provifo in the zv'jfch- 
following-, (viz.) Provided always. That this z£t, or any thing 
therein contained, extend not, or be meant to reftrain and 
prohibit the importation of any the commodities of the 
or Levant feas, loaden in Euglijh built (hipping, and whereof 
the mafter and three fourths of the mariners at leaft are Englijh, 
from the ufual ports or places for lading of them heretofore 
within the faid Streights or Levant feas, though the faid com¬ 
modities be not of the very growth of the faid places: <fnd 
whereas at the time of pajftng the faid recited all, the fuhjelis of 
France exported very little woollen manufaHurc into Turkey, ani^ " 
were then fuppHed with great quantities of woollen goods from Eng/ 
land for their own ufe, and ifhewife with raw f.'ks, and other goods 
^Turkey, which were the returns of Enghdi xveolen manufac¬ 
tures', for all which the importation into France was then free for 
the fuhjelis of England : and whereas the xvooUen manufacture in 
France has fince that time been greatly increnfed, and very large 
quantities of fuch goods are now antniaily bripor fed from thencS to 
Turkey* in return whereof they bring from thence raw flk and other 
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cmmoiitus U MarfeiUes, ani other parts in France, great qu^U 
ties whereof are carried into Italy, and from thence irnportea into . 
Great Britain in Englilh jhipping^ greatly to the difcouragement of 
the woollen manufactures of Great Britain, and the advancement 
thereof in France; and without fame fpeedy care therein^ 
tifli trade to Turkey will be daily lejfcned^ and is in danger of being 
entirely loji : be it therefore enac^d by the King’s moft excel¬ 
lent majefty, by and with the advice and qonfent of the lords

M ost gracious Sonereign., ivhercas it hath for many agis pajl 
ban ipcmed good policy., by all proper ways and mccvis^ to 
fcciire and encourage the trade Cjf this realm., whereby the wealth 
and flrength of the fame., and particularly the flipping., navigation 
and public revenues thereof., have been increafed and it hath been, 
time out of mind, a eujioni or ufage amongjl merchants, as well of 
this realm as of foreign nations, when they make any adventures at 
fea (cfpeiially into remote or dangerous parts) to give a premium or 
coitfidcration to particular perfons, to have from juch particular per- 
fens ajfurance of or upon jhips, goods or merchandizes adventured, or 
fame of them, at fuch rates or prices as the parties ajjurers and the 
parties affured can agree, which kind of eontraft or dealing is com¬ 
monly called a policy of ajfurance, and feveral laivs and flatntes now 
in J'orce have been made concerning the fame ajjuranccs ; notwith- 
i. Jlanding which it is found by eseperience, that many particular per- 
-'Jons, after they have received large premiums or confideration-monics 
for or towards the injuring Jhips, goods and merchandizes at fea, 
have' become bankrupts or otherwife failed in anfwering or comply¬ 
ing with their policies of ajfurance, whereby they were particularly 
\igaged to make good or contribute towards the lojfes which mer¬ 
chants or traders have fuftained, to the ruin or impoverijhment of 
many merchants and traders, and to the difeouragement of adven- 
tufcersat fea, and to the great diminution cf the trade, wealth, Jirength 
am publick revenues of this kingdom: and whereas it is conceived, 
yi/if if two feveral and diJlinPf corporations, with a competent joint 
fock to each of them belonging, and under proper conditions, rejlric- 
tions and regulations, wert trebled and ejiablijhed for ajjurance of 
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goods or merchandisses at fea^ or going to Jea \exchfwe of aU 
e^ny other corporations or bodies politick already crmUdy or here- 
*^ter to be createdy and likewife exclufive of fuch focieties or part^ 
JO^ipS' as now are or may hereafter be entered into for that pur- 
feveral merchants or traderSy who adventure their eJlateSy or 
their ejiatesy in fuch JhipSy goods or merchandizes at feoy or 
going tofm {efpecially in remote or hazardous voyages) would think 
it'Jmch J^r for them to depend on the policies or ajjitrances of either 
of thofe two corpomi^ns fo to be erehed and ejlablijhedy than on 
the policies or ajfurams of private or particular perjons ; and that

That thit^caring and ufmg 
of printed, painted, Jlaincd and dyed cMlicoes in apparel, 
houjhold fuff, furniture, and otherwife, dots nt^nifejily tend to the 
great detriment of the woollen and filk manufallures of this kingdom, 
and to the excefftye increafe of the poor, and if noheffeHually prevent¬ 
ed, may be the utter ruin and deflruiiion of thifsid manufallures, 
and of many thoufands of your Majejlys fubjeH^nd their families, 
whofe livelihoods do intirely depend thereupon : for ranedy thereof, may 
it pleafe your moft excellent Majefty,That it may be enadled, and 
be it enadted by the King*s moft excellent majefty, by and with

England trading •to- the Eaft-Indies; notivithjlanding which, and^ 
noivoilhjlanding the prohibitions, injunStlons and penalties contain¬ 
ed in fuch abls and letters patents for Jecuring the Jaid trade 
to the faid company, fcveral evil-minded perfons, fubjedis of his 
Majefty, preferiing their own private gain to the good of their 
tountry, have not only clandeflincly, and without any authority from

An aSl for paying off and cancelling one million of eicchequer^ 
hills^ and to give eafe to the South-Sea company^ in re- 
fpe£} of its prefent obligation, to circulate or contribute 
towards circulating exchequer-bills •, and to give furthif 
time to that company for repayment of one million' which, 
was lent to them’, and for iffuing f. further J'qm in new 
ex chequer-hills, towards hli Majejiy’s fiipply^ to he dif- 
charged and cancelled, when the Jaid company Jhall repay 
the million owing by them j and that the exchequer-bills^ 
which are to ivntinuc, may he circulated at eafy and mode¬ 
rate rates-, and for appropriating the fuppliesgranted to 
his Majejiy in this ffjion of parliament ; and for relief of 
the fuffenrs at Nevis ^Chriftopiicrs, by an inva- 
/ton of the French in the late warand for laying a fur¬ 
ther duty on apples imported j and for afeertaining the dit¬ 
ties on pictures imported. 

M ost gradcus Sovereign, IFhereas amonteft divers matters 
and things contained in on adl of parliament, made and paffed 
6 Geo. 1. c. 4. in the Jixf.h year of your Mojefifs reign, intituled. An a£l for en¬ 
abling the South-Sea j^mpany to increafe their prefent capital 
ftock and fund, by -:^eeming fuch publick debts and incum- 
. branccs as are therein mentioned j and for raifing money to be 
applied for fevcral of the publick debts and incum- 

bi uncos; and ror calling in the prefent exchequer-bills remain¬ 
ing uncancclled ; and for making foith new bills in lieu thereof, 
to be circulated and exchanged upon demand at or near the ex¬ 
chequer, it was recited or mentioned, .That after the application of 
jiuh monies as are therein fpecified, the principal monies to remain 
due upon nils, commonly called exchequer-bills, made forth by virtue 
of former aSis of parliament in that behalf, and would then be in or 
out of the exchequer uncancelled and undifeharged, would by ejiimation 
uw.ount unto eight hundred ninety fix thoufand fix hundredfixty two 
* poHfuh ten ftnllings or thereabouts, befides intereji on them or feme of 
them ; and it was thereby enacted. That the faid refiduary bills Jhould be 
brought i'l to be changedfor new bills, upon fuch notice, and infuch man¬ 
ner, as zvas thereby preferihed \ and that the tommiffioners of the trea- 
fury, or any three or more of them, or the high treafurer for the time 
being, Jlmld caitfe new bills to be prepared and'made forth at the receipt 
of the exchequer, for any fum or fums of money, whereof the principal 
jhould not exceed the faid eight hundred ninety fix thoufand fix hun¬ 
dred fi.xiy tzvo pounds ten /billings, adiling thereunto the intereji mo¬ 
nies which Jhould appear to be due thereupon and that fuch new bills 
Jkall bear an imereft not exceeding the rate of two pence per centum 
per diem; and it ivas thereby inadled. That the faid company, or 
rhoir Civrt of dire dors in ihehr behalf, ftmld, from time to lime, 
during the term of fiven years, is he reckoned from the feajl of the 
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[ furnijh, fu^ply and pay to trufteei to he chofen or conjiituted, as is 
' therein tnemionedy fo much ready money^ in the lawful coins of this 
realm, as Jhould he fufficient to enable fmh trujiees to exchange all 
fuch of the faid bills to be made forth by virtue of that act, as Jhould 
de demanded at the publick office of the Jaid trujiees, at any tme or 
'iimes within the faid term of feven years, by paying (in fuch ready 
monefl^pon every fuch demand, all the prificipal monies contained in 
every Juch bill, and the intereft which Jhould then be due thereupon, 
and fo tot^»s^oties, cK often as any fuch bill Jhould be demanded-, 
and in cafep duPiPig that or any future feffion or fejfions of parlia¬ 
ment, any other adt or afts of parliament was or jhould be made for 
making forth any further fum or fums in exchequer-hills, to be cinu- 
laUd by trujiees at or near the exchequer, and to be current at any 
time or times, within or during the j'aid term of' Jcven years, or for 
any part of the fame term, at the exchequer, and in the publick re¬ 
venues and taxes, upon credit of fuch fund or fecurity, or of fmh 
monies to be borrowed thereupon, as by authority of parliament Jhould 
be ejlablifoed or appointed, to fupport the currency thircof, then the 
faid company were thereby enjoined and required by themfelvcs, or 
their court of direbiors for the time being {from time to time, during 
the faid term of feven years, or for fo much of that term as the ex- 
fhequer-bills, to be made forth by fuch ether or future abl or abis of 
parliament, Jhould have a joint currency ^ith the faid bills to be made 
forth by virtue of the abi in part before^jecited, or be current toge¬ 
ther or at the fame time) to furnijh, fup\and pay to fuch trufees in 6 Geo. 1, 0.4* 
lawful coins of this realm, a proportionarpsjb of Juch ready money, 
as Jhould be fufficient to enable the fame trffiees to exchange all or 
any of the bills which Jhould be fo current, wbethentthey ivere bills 
made forth by virtue of the abi in part before recited, or any other abi 
or abls of that or any future feffion of parliament, as often as any fiuh 
bills Jhall be demanded within the Jaid term of ftven years, by paying 
all the principal monies contained in fuch bill, and the inter Ji ivbkh sGeo.i. c.;io. 
Jhould upon every fuch demand be dUe thereupon, and fo^ totics quoties, 
fls often as the fame Jhould be demanded; and that Juch proportional 
parts Jhould, from time to time, be afeet tai/icd and determined in ike 
manner thereby preferibed (that is to Jay) as the fum total f the prin¬ 
cipal monks contained in all the faid bills then uncanccUcd and undif- 
charged, Jhould be toUn hundred ihoufandpounds, Jo the whole fum, , 
whith at any time or times during the faid term Jlmhl be narjlaiy 
and tailed for to fupport the cur'^ency of all the [aid bills, JLoutd i-r 
to the proportional part to be furmjhed by the faid cothpany toward

and whereas in and by another a£l of parliament made and poffed in 
6 Geo. i.c.io. the faid fixth year of your Majefifs reign, intituled. An ad for 
making forth new exchecjuer-bills, not exceeding one million, 
at a certain intereft; anj^for lending the fame to the South-Sea 
company at an higherJntereft, upon fecurity of repaying the 
fame, and fuch high^fitereft, into the exchequer, for ufes tej 
which the fund for Icflening the publick debts (called the fink¬ 
ing fund) is applicable; and for circulating and exchanging up¬ 
on demand the faid bills at or near the exchequer, the commif- 
f oners of your Majejifs treafury, or any three or more of them, or 
the high treafurer for the time being, were authorized, at any time 
or times within one year, reckoning front the tenth day of May one 
ihoufand feven hundred and twenty, and from thence to the end of 
the then next fjfion of parliament, to prepare and make, or caufe^ to 
, be prepared or made,- at the faid receipt of the exchequer, in fuch 
method and form as they fhall think mojl convenient, any number of 
new exchequer-bills, fo as the principalfums to be contained therein, 

• Jhould not in the whole exceed one million of pounds [over and above 
( G«o, I. c. 4 . exchequer-bills which were to be current, purfuant to the ait firft 
before recited) and that the faid new bills fo to be prepared and made, 
Jhould bear an mtereji not exceeding the rate of two pence per cen¬ 
tum per diem, and to be payable to the bearers thereof refpeitivcly ; 
neverthelefs fitch intereft is thereby enabled to be abated and faved up¬ 
on fuch of the faid bills, as Jhould at any time or times be in the re¬ 
ceipt of the exchequer, or in the hatids or power of any receiver of 
collcilor of any taxes, aids or revenues whatfoever, payable to your 
Majefty, your heirs or fucceffors, during fuch time or times reflec¬ 
tively, as fuch bills Jhould be or remain in the faid receipt, or in fuch 
hands or power as aforefaid ; andjhe commiffioners of the treafury, 
or any three or more of them, or the high treafurer for the time be- 
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tfig. Wire thereby impowered. to iffue^ or caufe to he ijjuedy by way 
^ if loan or advance, all fuch bills as Jhould be prepared by virtue of 
' that adf, n^ exceeding as aforefaid, to the faid South-Sea company, 
or to feme perfon or perfons in trujl for them, the fame company 
giving fecurity upon their then prefent and to be increafed annuity or 
pearly fund, and upon their weekly or other payments to be made at the 
^chequer, for or upon account of their faid annuity or yearly fund, 
for repayment of the principal fums fo lent, with an interejl not ex~ 
feeding We, rate of fve pounds per centum per annum, at fuch day 
or days, tihe nr times, of Jhould be agreed upon by and between the 
J'aid commijfmelI'of the treafuryfor any three or more of them, or 
the high treafurer for the time being, ‘on behalf of the puhlick, and 
the [aid company, or their court of direSiors on their behalf, fo as no 
fuch day or time Jhould be more remote than the firji day of March 
one thoufand Jeven hundred and twenty one, or the end of the then 
next fejfion of parliament ; and the faid commijfioners of the treafury, 
and the high treafurer for the time being, ivere thereby direbifd and 
required to take efpecial care, that upon repayment of the principal 
money fo to be lent, the fame, with the intereji or incrcafe accruing 
thereupon, Jhould be received and applied, in the firjl place, to the 
paying off and difeharging the faid new exchequer-bills to be made 
forth in purfuance of that adi ; and that the furplus thereof (after pay- 
ing off and difeharging the fame new exchequer-bills) Jhould be placed 
at the faid receipt of the exchequer, to and for the fame ufes, intents 
and purpofes, to ivhich the monies of the hfpluffes, exceffes and over¬ 
plus monies, commonly called the finking were applicable', and 
in default of paying the faid monies fo to be.^^, with the faid inte¬ 
rejl or increaje thereof, at the day or days, time or times, to be li¬ 
mited purfuant to that adl, then the faid commiffmers sf the treafury, 
or any three or more of them, or the faid high treafurer for the 
time being, were thereby authorized and required to caufe the money 
fo lent, to be Jlopt out of the monies, which weekly or otherwise 
Jhall be payable to the faid, South-Sea company at the exchequer, 
for or upon their then prefent or to be increafed annuity or year¬ 
ly fund, together with fo much more as the intereji of the money 
fo unpaid Jhould amount unto at the J'aid rate, not exceeding for 
pounds per centum per annum, and to caufe the principal and 
interefl fo Jlopt, to be applied and placed in the exchequer as a- 
forefaid ; and to the end the faid bills Jhould be made forth by » 
virtue of the adl laft mentioned, might the better obtain a currency for 
fo long time as they were intended to he current, in purfuance of that 
aft j it was thereby enabled. That as ivell the fum of three hundred 
twenty eight thoufand fix hundred [evenly three pounds four Jlfillings 
and ten pence halfpenny, then remaining in the exchequer, which xvss 
advanced the faid company, purfuant to an aSl of the fifth year of 
your Majefty's reign, and the monies which (from and after the ap- ^ 5 

plication of the fum of five hundred and twenty thoufand pounds, for 
difeharging and cancelling exchequer-bills made forth by former a£is 
in that behalf, or referving fiufficmt thereof in the exchequer for that 
purpofe) Jhould arife of or for the faid fiurpluffes, exceffes and overpluf- 
fes, commonly called the finking fund^ Jhould be a fund or ficunty for 
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fumtjbxn^ fmh proportions of rea^ money^ from time to time, as are 
therein mentioned, for and towards encbdnging and circukting the ex~ 
z. 4. chequer-bills to be made forth by virtue of that and the faid other a£t 
of that fejjion of parliament, or either of them, as often as the fame 
bills or any of them Jhould be demanded, during their joint currcncft 
audit luas thereby further enabled. That the commiffioners of the treal 
fury, or any three or more of them, or the high treafurer for the tiM 
being, Jhould (fo long as the faid exche'^uer-biUs to be made„J^rth by 
virtue of that all, Jhould have a joint currency with the faid bills, to 
be made forth by virtue of the faid firJl rehted fi current to¬ 

gether or at the fame time) furnijh, fapply and pay, to'ihe faid t ru¬ 
pees for the time being, out of the monies, from time to time, being 
in the receipt of the exchequer, of the fund or fecurity before in that 
all fettled for that purpefe, in the lawful coins of this realm, on be¬ 
half of the publick, a proportional part of fuch ready money, as Jhall 
be necejfary to enable the faid trufiees to exchange all or any of the 
hills which Jhould be fo current f whether they be bills made forth by 
virtue of that or the faid other all of the fame fcjfion of parliament) 
as often as any fuch bill Jhould be demanded, or within twenty four 
hours after, by paying all the principal monies contained in every fuch 
bill, and the interefi, which Jhall, upon every fuch demand, be due 
thereupon, andfo toties quoties, as often as the fame Jhall be demand¬ 
ed ; which proportional paft fo,from time to time, to be furnijhed on 
behalf of the publick, Jhall ke fo much as, together with the propor¬ 
tional part, which, from J^e to time, Jhould or ought to be furnijhed 
by the faid company as a^refaid, fijould be fufficient to enable the tru¬ 
fiees to fupport the cw^ency of the faid bills from time to time j and 
in the a£t lafi mentioned there is inferted a provifo. That if at any 
time or times%ereafter previfion Jhould be made by authority of par¬ 
liament, of fo much money in the lawful coin of this kingdom, as Jhould 
be fufficient to pay off and difeharge all the principal and interefi, 
which Jhould be due upon the faid exchequer-bills to be made forth by 
virtue of that a£l, or any proportion thereof at a time ; and if by like 
authority the fame monies fiyould he aPiually brought and paid into the

liable ; which payments Jhould be anfwered with the faid money in fpe- 
cie, under fuch penalties, forfeitures and difabflitics, as are preferib- 
ed by any former laws or jlatutes concerning the money for which fuch 
bills did He in the exchequer, to prevent the diverting or mifapplying 
the fame ; and from and after fuch payments to the bearer or bearers, 
or juch placing of money in lieu of bills in the faid office or offices of the 
faid teller or tellers, to anfwer fuch payments as aforefaid, and tiot 
finer, the fcverul and refpeHive bills ihemfclves, which jhall be fo

ling the fame, until they jhould all be paid off, difeharjed and cancel¬ 
led, or Jo much of the faid monies jhould be referved in the exchequer, 
as jhould be fufficient for that purpofe, as by the aB la ft in part recit¬ 
ed, relation being thereunto had, alfo may more fully appear: and 
whereas, purfuaat to the aB laft mentioned, the jaid exchequer-hillsy 
amounting to one million, were on the feventh day of June one thou¬ 
fand feven hundred and twenty, iffuca by way of loan or advance to 
the faid South-Sea company upon a fecurity under their common jeal, 
by an injlrument or writing bearing date the fourth day of June one 
thoufand feven hundred and twenty, for repayment of the fame in good 
and lawful money of Great Britain, into the exchequer, at the end of 
one year, which was to be reckoned from the time of ijfuing the faid 
bills, with inter ejl after the rate of four pounds per centum per'an¬ 
num : and whereas among many matters and things contained in an¬ 
other aB of parliament made andpqjfed m the feventh year ofyourMa- 
jejifs reign, intituled. An adl to enable the Soufh-Sca company to 7Geo.i.ftabr. 
ingraft part of their capital flock and fund into the flock and ‘^• 5 * 
fund of the bank of England, and another part thereof into the 
flock and fund of the Eajl-India company; and for giving further 
time for payments to be made by the faid South-Sea company for 
the ufe of the publick, it was provided, enaBed and declared, Tl'^at 
the faid South-Sea company, at their own cofts and charges, on or 
before the jeventh day of June whiej) jhould be in the year oj our Lord 
One thoufand feven hundred and twenty tivo, jhould xocll ana truly re- 
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fay, or iOt^e to be repaid, into the Jfaid receipt of the exchequer, the } 
/aid ftttn of one rdMon, together with the intereji thenidue for the •' 
fame, and that upon fuch repayment the monies fo repam, with the \ 
intei'ef or increafe accruing thereupon, JhouU be applied in the firji 
place, to the paying off and difcharging the faid exchequer-bills, 
mounting to one million, with fuch intereji as Jhould be due thereupon \ 
and in default of repaying the Jaid fum of one million, with imerefi 
and irunaje thtreoj, according to the laji mentioned a£l, theuxihe an¬ 
nuity and annuities, whnh Jlmld be then payable at the redipt of ex¬ 
chequer to the South-Sea company, Jhould and mig Jjt Zrflopt by the 
eommiffioners of the trtafury, or any three or more of them, or by the 
high treafurer for the time king, or by the officers of the exchequer for 
the time king, and the faid exchequer-bills, amounting to one million, 
Jhould and might be called in and lantclltd, by and with the monies fa 
Jlopt in the manner prefer ibed by the faid former a£l in that behalf ; 
and in the ait laft in part t ceited there is contained a provifo. That if 
at any time or times thereafter, provifton Jhcill be made by authority of 
parliament, of the lawful coins of this realm placed in the exchequer, 
for paying off and difcharging the faid exchequer-bills for the faid fum 
of one million, the bills tbi mfelves that Jhould be fo paid off, or for 
which fuch coined money Jhould be referved in the exchequer as is pre- 
feribed in that aSl, Jhould be difeharged therewith, and cancelled, as is 
thereby directed ; and if before the faid firji day of March one thou- 
fand feven hundred and twemty one, or before the end of the feffton of 
parliament then next cnfuiA, coined money Jhdl not he raijed and 
brought into the eubequerjor difcharging the bills laji mentioned, then 
all or any of the momes^hich Jhould then remain in the exchequer, of 
the faid fum of three hundred twenty eight thoufand fix hundred fe- 
venty three pounds four flnllings aud ten pence half-penny (if any 
fuch be) and all the monies which from and after fuch fejjion of par¬ 
liament Jhould quarterly arife of or for the Jaid furplujjes and over¬ 
plus monies, called the finking fund or otherwife, as is mentioned in 
the aSi laft in part recited, Jhould be applied for or towards difiharg- 
ing the faid exchequer-bills, amounting to one million, till they flsall be 
all compleatly paid off and cancelled in the manner and form in the fame 
ati preferibed and intended, as by the fame a£i, relation being there¬ 
unto likewife had, may mere fully appear: now we your Majefty’s 
inoft dutiful and loyal fubjedls, the commons of Great Britain in

paid off and cancell^, and being willing to give eafe to the faid 
company, in refped to their prefent obligation for circulating or 
contributing towards the circulation of exchequer-bills, and fur¬ 
ther time for repayment of the principal fum of one million, 
which was lent to the faid company a$ aforefaid, they paying 
fuch intereli^for the fame as is herein after mentioned j and that 
a number of new exchequer-bills, not exceeding one million, 
may be made forth and ifllicd towards the fupply granted to your 
Majefty in this feflion of parliapient, and that the million to be

W HEREAS of late divers frauds and ahufes have been com¬ 
mitted by forging and counterfeiting the hands of fame of the 
proprietors of the fhares of and in the capital flock and funds of 
fuch body or bodies politick or corporate, as are efiablifhed by adl or 
atls of parliament in that behalf, or fame of them, or by forging or 
counterfeiting the hands of perfons entitled to the dividends attending

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cetnittiffioam trebleil^Qiag^sj &c. Tlie crown may by let^^rs patents in* 
corporate the ComnUflloBcrs. who in?y purehafe lands not exceeding 
jooo 1 . per annum. The crown may likewife by letters patents impower 
them to make by-laws, and inflift penalties for the breach thereof. The 
commiffionersiinay maintain and cleanfe their watercourfes, make new 
ponds, &c. Perfons calling into the watercourfes, &c. any filth, See. or 
doing other annoyance thereto, lhall forfeit 40 s. with double damages and 
fuU'Colls of fuit. Cominifiioners, before they intermeddle with any lands^ 
&c, fliall firft agree with the proprietors. They may lay pipes in high ■ 
ways, but lhall repsur the fame. They may lay pipes through any fireets 
or common grounfis about Weftrainfter, makipig good the fame, and car¬ 
ding away the rubbilli. At the retuieft of the inhabitants ’the commif- 
lioners fliall fet up pipes upright in the likenefs of pumps, for conveying 
water into fire-engines.

F orasmuch ai butter is one of the cUef commodities of 
the product of feveral parts of the county of York, and county 
of the fame city, and great ^antities thereof are brd^ht into the city 
of York, from thesice to be tranfported beyond the feas, and otherwife 
difpofed of: and whereas there hath, time out of mind, been withht 
the faid city a free market for butter, which for many years hjt paji , 
hath been kept in Micklegate in the faid city: a?id whereas the j 
bringing of butter to the faid market, where the fame was fearched I 
end weighed, *hath been found to be the moft eff'eftual means of pre~ 
venting the falfe zveigbing and packing of butter, and did formerly 
gain a great reputation, both at home and abroad, to butter brought 
to the [aid market ; but of late years feveral fanners of dairies, own¬ 
ers, and ether traders in butter, the beiictt to conceal the falfe weigh¬ 
ing and packing of their butter, to be by them difpofed of, have ne¬ 
glected to bring the fame to the faid market to be fearched and weigh¬ 
ed, by means whereof net only the traders in the faid 'commodity at 
home, but foreigners alfo have been greatly deceived in the weighty 
, gcodnefs and foundnefs thereof, and thereby the faid commodity yields 
not that price, nor is fold in fuch quantities, as otherwife it would 
le : for remedy ivherenf, and for the better encouraging the faid 
hutter-trade, and [in order thereunto) for the 'better preventing the 
frauds and abufes in the weighing and packing of butter ; may it 
pleafe your moft excellent Majefty {at the humble requeft of' 
tiic mayor and commonalty of the faid city) that it may be en¬ 
abled, &c.

W H£R.£AS an accidental ^dreadful fife happened within the 
town (/Aberdeen, on or about the thirtieth day of OSto- 
ber one thoufand feven hundred and twenty one, whereby the office, 
commonly called the commijfar clerks office, was fuddenly confumed, 
and at the fame time the regifters and records therein of all t eft aments 
and confirmations, all a£ls of curacy, judicial renunciations, ratifi- 
catiom, decreats, difpojitions, bonds, bills, and other writs and evi-~ 
denies, together with the principal writings themfelves, then in the 
faid office as the warrants of extracts and precepts, were intirely 
burnt and deftroyed, whereby many perfons are and will be in great 
danger of lofmg their rights, by reafon the extrabis of fuch writings 
''nd precepts as are in their hands, will not be fnfficient, as the lava
